acerios of linrd-fought Unttlos, alternating with 
repeated flanking movements, which the skill 
and tact of Gon..Lea rendered abortive, Gon. 
Grant crossed the James River, botwoon ‘the, 
12th and 15th of June, 1864, and prooosded to 
lay sloge to Richmond ond’ Potersburg from the 
north ond north-east, whilea very considerable 
army was cutting off their anpplies, and destroy- 


ing their railroads at: tho south ond south-west. 


At tongth one railroad after another having been 
cut, and the two cities of Richmond and Potors- 
burg reduced to groat straits, while the army of 
Gon, Loo waa rapidly diminishing, tho last fina 
was broken on April 2, 1865, and Leo and the 
remnant of his army fled westward. pursued by 
Grant. On the 9b of April, 1865, Lee survon- 
dered with his. entire command to Grant at 
Appomattox Court House, Virginia. The sur- 
render of the othor armies, in North Carolina, 
Alabama, and Toxas followed soon after, and the 
warerded. Aftor its close tho'gratitude of the 
people: to Gen. Grant found exprossion in 
numerous and valuable gifts. On July 25, 1866, 
‘Congress having oronted the grade of Goneral 
of tha Army, hitherto unknown in the army of 
the United States, ho was commissioned General 
the sama day, and: Major-Gonoral Sherman 
promoted to be Lioutenaut-General, During 
the diffloultios of President Johnson with his 
Cabinot Gen. Grant served for a short time as 
Socretary of War ad interim, Aug. 1867, to 
Feb, 1868. He wnselected Prosifontin Nov., 
1868, receiving 214 out of the 294 electoral votes 
of the 26 States then recognized as belonging to 
the Union. Ho was inaugurated March 4, 1869. 
Bis administration was, upon the whole, satis- 
footory; and in 1872 he was nominated for s 
second term of four years by tho Republican Na- 
tional Convention.. But in the meanwhile dis- 


“satisfaction had grown up among some pro- 


_minent members of the Republican party. Thaus, 
taking tho name of “ Liberal. Ropublicans,” 
nominated for President Mr. Horace Greely, the 
editor of the Now Work Tribune. The Do- 
moorstis National Convention also nominated 
Mr, Greely, although he had slways boon o 
strong opponent of tho Democratic party. At 
the Prosidontial slootion held in ‘Nov. 1872, 
Grant received 268 olectoral votes, and Groely 
80, though his popular majority was. only 
762.991 ont of a total voto cast of 6,431,149. Mr. 
Greely died Nov. 29, 1872, just after the result 
of the election wagovident. During the second 
administration of President Grant, grave diffieul. 
ties arose, growing mainly ont of financial ques- 
tions and the distarhed condition of the South, 
The alections held in’ the autumn of 1874 ro- 
sulted generally in favour of the Democratio 
party, who seoured s majority in tho Congres- 
sional House of Roprosentatives, which conven~ 
ad in Dec, 1875, while the hitherto large Re- 
pablioan majority in the Senate was greatly 
diminished. Thongh a number of the leadora 
and s considerable, portion of the Republican 
party desired: his ronominstion in 1876, public 
opinion in advance of tho Convention was so 
emphatio against violating the well settled 
limitation to two terms, that hia name was not 
formally presented, Xmmodistely upon tho ox- 
piration of his term of office, March 4,1877, he 
sot! oub upon an.ortensive tour round tho world, 
which lasted until the spring of 1880. Though 
no longer anything more than o private citizen 
of tha Republic, he was: everywhero received 
with the utmost ‘consideration and distinction 
dne to the eminent civil and military positions 
he had beld. At tho Republican National Con- 
vontion of 1820 his political adherents once moro 
endeavoured +o scanre his nomination, claiming 
thot the oustom established by Washington ‘ap. 
plied only to thrae consseutive terms, and hence 
would ‘not-be-violntod if the nomination” were 
again given to Gon.
